farmer to make same profitable. 

Dnring the past few years Cana- 
dian hog producers have been able 
to congratulate themselves on the 
vast improvement that has been 
made in the quality of their hogs 
und pork products. Packers have 
been glad to join in acknowledging 
to the full this improvement. i 
meant that producers und packers 
were enabled to supply the demand 
for fine quality bacon t6 a great 
extent each year. 

But througnout this whole period 
{t has been evitent that much more 
attention was being paid to type 
and breeding than to feeding anu 
marketing in the proper condition 
and at the most desirable weights. 
it appears inipossibie tor producers 
to realize that consumer demanu 
is definite, ciear-cut and exacting. 
It will not take a product from the 
producer simply because that is 
what he happens to have at the 
time or that he finds it easiest to 
supply. 

In the pork trade there are two 
raquirements of consumptive de 
mand. The one relates to weight 
of the cuts, the other to quality o1 
the meat. This demand ts almost 
constant. In the export trade there 
is an almost constant demand for 
& certain percentage of Wiltshire 
sides weighing from fifty to fifty- 
tive pounds, another constant per- 
centage for sides of fifty-five tu 
sixty pounds and again another 
constant percentage for sides o1 
sixty tto sixty-five pounds, and sc 
on, In the domestic market certain 
percentages of the total produci 
of hams or bacon of specifier 
weights are definitely required. A 
percentage of the trade requires 
ten to twelve pound hams, anothe: 
percentage twelve to fourteen 
pounds, etc. Similar weights apply 
to other cuts 

In the same way there is definite 
demand as to the quality of meai 
and the amount of fat. The bulk o 
che trade wants fean, but not to. 
lean, meat. Another  sestig~w re 
quires a somewhat fatter, but no: 
too fat, meat. o disregard this d: 
mand brings heavy penalties iron. 
the consumer . 

It appears difficult for the pro 
ducer to grasp these facts or to ap 
ply them to his production meth 
ods. The result is a varying suppl) 
with which to meet a constant de 
mand, The producer is inclined te 
v.ew it as varying demand and tc 
complain that he never knows what 
the market does want. But the sit- 
uation is very simple. Demand i: 
constant. When the producer ts 
sending to market more light and 
‘ean hogs than the percentage re- 
quired by the trade that absorb: 
this product, there is a discount on 
these hogs. When the producer fs 
sending to the market more of the 
heavier weights, even though not 
over finished, than the percentage 
wanted by the trade using such 
weights of product, it is the over- 
supply, not any change in demand, 
that depresses the price of cuts 
from hogs of these weights. When 
however the producer adds over- 
finish to the extent of extreme fat- 
ness to an excessive percentage of 
the heavier weight hogs the re-

GOVERNMENT ANALYST 
GIVES REPORT ON

Beers tested by me 
during past year are much more uniform in strength, ex- 
tract, etc. than those before the war. 

(3) 
I would consider the Beers wholesome in every way and free 
from deleterious constituents. 


(4) 
Judging from the forcing test all samples of bottle: goods 
tested are efficiently pasteurized. The freezing test shows the 
Beer of satisfactory keeping qualities, with proper elimina- 
tion of such proteins as are thrown out of solution by low 
temperatures.

The three natural divisions into 
which the province divided were 
defined by Mr Carlyle as follows. 


The dry belt. Suitable for graz- 
ing and large scale wheat farming 
owing to cheapness of land. Mixe: 
farming unsuitable owing to fre- 
quent periods of drought and dit 
ticulty of growing coarse grain 
None of this land should ever have 
been opened up to the small sett 
er or homesteader . 


The Wheat belt. Somewhat more 
rainfall than in dry belt. Land 
very suitable for wheat farming on 
large or amall scale. Can also be 
joined with mixed farming. This 
area includes Okotoks and Hig). 
River, 


Mixed Farming Area. Chiefly 
park land. More suitable for 
coarse grains than wheat and only 
area in which diversified farming 
{s fully justified. This includes 
Peace River district
